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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's opinion that the active agent in Graham 
is not incorporated within the hydrogel is not persuasive and does not place the application in condition for allowance because Graham is 
clear that bioactive agents or active substances "may be homogeneously or in-homogeneously dispersed throughout the hydrogel" at 
column 5, lines 53-57. Applicant further argues that the Examples, such as column 7, lines 55-60, column 7, line 63 through column 8, line 
15 prepares the hydrogel and that no active agent has been incorporated, this argument ignores the fact that Graham is clear that active 
agents are dispersed in the hydrogel and the examples are specific embodiments that prepared the final gel. It is also noted that a 
reference is not limited to its working examples. Claims 87, 10-110, 1 14, 122, 143 have the bioactive agents dispersed and also recites 
the occurrence of chemical reactions that is polymerization. Same process of polymerization takes place in Graham and if as applicant 
suggests, there is no incorporation of the active agent in the hydrogel that opinion would go against Graham disclosure that active agents 
such as fungicide are dispersed within the gel and such dispersion cannot happen after the gel has been formed into the cylinder. 
Applicant has also referred to Examples 5-1 1 in which the gels are swollen in solutions containing active agents such that applicant 
concludes that the active agents are incorporated in the gel after the formation of the gels by the chemical reaction of polymerization. 
While this may be so, those examples represents those embodiments in which the active agents such as benzocaine, p-aminobenzoic acid 
and these Examples do not nullify the disclosure that bioactive agents are dispersed within the gel.
